HISTORIC WOOD PORTRAITS 
DONATED TO SOCIETY 

Early nineteenth century portraits of 
Eaac H. Wood and his wife Elizabeth 
H. Cooper Wood, “of Cooper’s Point. !V 
J ” were given to the Society in Augu t 
by Mr. Benjamin T. Wood, grand-on of 
the illustrious couple who purchased the 
property of Elizabeth Haddon Estaugh 
on December 28. 1 829. 

The <4 ft was accompanied by a letter 
from Ben Wood which is of special inter- 
est to Haddonfield antiquarians. 

Mr. Wood write--. “Isaac H. Wood 
and Elizabeth H. Cooper Wood pur- 
chased the property of the late Elizabeth 
Estaugh on December 28th. 1829. The 
Heed is for 107 A. 1R, 35P. ’the same 
being the Seat or Mansion of the late 
Elizabeth E-taugh and is part of the 
land called New Haddonfield. 

“The new owner ‘Elizabeth H. Cooper, 
gentlewoman of Cooper s Point in ad- 
dition to the purchase price had to as- 
sume the payment and liquidation of the 
mortgage liens and the incumbrances 
which amounted to about $6200. 

“The house had been vacant or oc- 
cupied by careless tenants for over two 
years and was in very bad condition, 
the original house burned April L 1th.

“The new or present home was start- 
ed as soon as the old bricks cooled off. 
Three to five hundred new bricks were 
bought. 1 have the paid bills for much 
of the material that went into the new 
home, also the names of many of the 
mechanics who worked on it. 

“Mr. and Mrs. Wood, who e pictures 
1 am giving to the Society, are buried in 
the Friend ; Cemetery just inside the gate 
on Haddon Avenue, nearest to the hire 
House. On their stone appears these 
dates:

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"A BIG MOVE" FOR THE HISTORICAL SOCIETY 

A report on The Historic Hip Roof House by Louis H. Goettelmann, President 


It all happened with a letter and check 
for $3500 received on June 10. ’65. This 
was the gift of Mr. and Mrs. L. 1. Rein- 
icker. Society members, to help in the 
moving of the Hip Roof House from 23 
Ellis Street to the grounds of the Society 
this year. 

The story of our acquisition of this 
home and the formation of the Hip Roof 
Hou e Committee headed by Mr. and 
Mr;. Robert J. Dalton, late in 1961. ap- 
peared in our local papers. The Board of 
Truitees and this special committee have 
been respon ible for the necessary steps 
taken to accomplish this important work 
for our Society. 

A special Board of Trustees meeting 
was called on June 28th and on notion 
they decided to start at once with the 
moving of the house, with securing the 
required zoning change and the sub- 
mission of estimates on the cost. We had 
to work fast to get the variance for the 
front set-back before the Zoning Board 
of Adjustment’s meeting of July 20th. 
With the assistance and guidance of our 
Counsel. Howard S. Tilton. Esq., things 
were set in motion and advertisements 
appeared in the oth of July newspapers. 
We wi hed the set back of 23’ 6 equal 
to the 1747 Library Wing, rather than 
the 35' ruling set forth in Zone R 1 B. 
This position on our lot was planned in 
February of 1964 with the Society’s two 
architects I myself and past president 
Herbert R. Leicht. A. I. A. I collaborat- 
ing with Frederick W. G. Peck, Land- 
scape Architect who had visited the site. 
Further approval has been given by the 
noted restoration architect. G. Edwin 
Brumbaugh. F. A. 1. A., who knows our 
property and was the speaker at a society 
meeting not too long ago. 

Estimates were received and open'd 
at the Board Meeting of August 3rd. 


with the moving of the building award- 
ed to Wm. E. Russell & Sons of Mulliea 
Hill, and the foundation work, cellar, 
carpentry and utilities to A. G. Ritchie 
& Sons. General Contractors of Glouces- 
ter Citv. All the bids of local builders 
were much higher. 

We then obtained costs on the removal 
of two large trees in the way of the 
house. This work was completed in Aug- 
ust. We regretted removing the trees but 
when the work was completed it was 
found that lightning and disease had 
affected them, with trunks and roots hol- 
low. We hope to plant several fair size 
trees in the proper location for the new 
setting. 

The actual moving was well covered in 
the local papers of September 9th, with, 
many photographs. The mover said that 
he had moved many homes and build- 
ings but none had been photographed 
as much as this one. The Hip Roof 
House stopped in front of the Haddon 
Fortnightly when the noon whistle blew 
but started again on its march down 
King’s Highway at 12:30 finally resting 
on our grounds about 3 o’clock. 

Since that time the contractor has 
built the new foundation walls and foot- 
ings: then the cribbing w as removed and 
the house lowered on the walls with the 
balance of the masonry work following 
that. 

New carpentry work to reinforce the 
old structure was completed, broken 
class replaced and recently the grading 
has been finished on the old Ellis Street 
•ot. The trustees have received several 
offers for the purchase of that property 
but have withheld its sale for the time 
being.
